SENATORIAL COMMITTEE 


ADJOURNS AT MUSKOGEE 


Muskogee, I. T., Nov. IS.—The sena­ 
torial committee, after putting in a 
hard day’s work, adjourned at 6 o’clock 
Saturday to meet at South McAlester 
Monday morning at 9 o’clock. 
The most of the morning session was 
taken up by J. W. Zeverly of this city, 
who was appointed by the Commercial 
Club to present the oil situation. 
He 
showed to the committee in a masterly 
manner the great injustice done the oil 
man as well as the Indian in the leasing 
of lands for oil purposes. 
United States Indian Agent Dana H. 
Kelsey appeared before the committee 
and explained the manner in which oil 
leases were handled after being filed 
with the Indian agent. 
Among other 
things Mr. Kelsey said thaf if the In­ 
dian agent was given more power rela­ 
tive to the oil situation it would great­ 
ly facilitate matters and would be of 
great benefit both to the Indian and 
the oil man. 
He said the same would 
•pply to all other business connected 
with the Indian agency- 
Chief Porter, of the Creek nation ap­ 
peared again Saturday with a number 
of fullbloods who were members of the 
Creek National Council, the most of 
whom could not speak English, and 
their remarks were interpreted by G. 
W. Grayson of Eufaula. They all ex­ 
pressed themselves as pleased with the 
restrictions of twenty-4’ve years on the 
fullblood land and favored the removal 
of restrictions from the land of the 
mixed-bloods, giving as their reason 
that the mixed-bloods were more com­ 
petent to manage their own affairs. 
Chief Porter,after arraigning the white 
man, said: 
“ I do not charge all white men as 
being thieves, but that is largely the 
case.” * 
Mr. Bradley stated to the committee 


that so long as the government kept 
the restrictions on the Indian so long 
would he be in the power of the corpo­ 
rations for the reason that the average 
person would not take the chance of 
losing what he had by risking the titles 
that a corporation with pleuty of money 
would risk, but in the end w’ould be 
safe probably after going through the 
highest courts. 
Mr. Bradley said that 
notwithstanding the twenty-five years’ 
restrictions on the full-bloods' lands he 
considered it void and had about 500 
deeds he had taken from these people 
with a verbal contract that he was to 
get another dead /after next August, 
when, according to treaty, the full­ 
bloods could sail. 
Senator C lark closed the afternoon 
session by thanking those who had 
been before thara and stated that there 
were a number of persons who had 
asked to coma before the committee 
for personal reasons and they had no 
authority to hear them. 


Fierce Fires Ragtag 


Denison, Texas, 
Nov. 
18-F ierce 
fires are raging in Boggy 
Bottoms, 
one of the wildest and most densely 
wooded parts of South Indian Terri­ 
tory. 
Many hunters who have beer, in 
the bottoms have been driven out. They 
report that wild animals, turkeys and 
snakes are being driven from the for­ 
ests in great numbers by the intense 
heat. Thousands of dollars w'orth of 
valuable property timber is being de­ 
stroyed. 


Along the Blue river and through the 
country between Denison and Madill 
forests are also being burned away. 
As the country is 
sparcely settled, 
there is little prospect of damage or 
loss of life.

The Frisco has used the granite with 
gratifying results. The Katy mana­ 
gement has let a contract for ballast­ 
ing the Shawnee division and the Coal­ 
gate branch and the work will be star­ 
ted within a short time. 
The ballast 
will be taken from a quarry near Les- 
ber, I. T. 
The granite is easily crushed to a cer­ 
tain size and then practically inde­ 
structible. 
It does not crush to a fine 
powder, as is the case with most de­ 
composed rock.

INVESTIGATIONS GALORE 


Muskogee I. T. Nov. IT—With four 
governmental investigators running at 
the same time Muskogee is devoting 
most of the time to answering charges. 
The senatorial committee is here to get 
information for congress to digest this 
winter. 
W. D. Foulke, a special inspector 
from the department, arrived Saturday 
morning to investigate Webster Ballin­ 
ger’s charges filed against Wm. O. 
Beall and Thomas Bixby and J. R. 
Brew'ster. 
The department of justice is investi­ 
gating Federal Jailer W. A. Lubbes, 
and has filed charges and also had a 
clash of authority with Marshall Leo, 
E. Bennett and Wm. E. Johnson. 
A department of interior man is 
here investigating the liquor situation 
and making analysis of dozens of pat­ 
ent medicines that are being sold by 
druggists. 
The 
investigation 
by 
Inspector 
Foulke is a big surprise. 
He is inves­ 
tigating the charges that the senator­ 
ial committee dropped. 
This investigation is open to the pub­ 
lic, the first time such a thing has oc­ 
curred in the territory', when a govern­ 
ment official was under fire. 
The parties making the charges are 
trying to prove that William 0. Beall 
prepared citizenship 
cases 
in the 
offices of the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
national attorneys and later passed on 
them while working for the commission. 
Also that he discriminated against cer­ 


tain lawyers who wanted government 
information. 
The witnesses today did not develop 
any thing further than to show that 
the attorneys alleged to have been dis­ 
criminated against have the commis­ 
sion to practice law and that there had 
been trouble because it was believed 
that they were using the inside infor­ 
mation which they got as such employ­ 
es to advance their client’s interests.

I RESIDENCE OF R. W. ALLEN 


Guthrie, Okla., 
Nov. 17.-W . 
C. 
Hughes of Oklahoma City remains the 
only active candidate in Guthrie for 
the presidency of the constitutional 
convention. Both C. N. Haskell of Mus­ 
kogee and Judge J. H. Maxey an­ 
nounced positively today that they are 
not in the race and will not be, as also 
did R. L. Williams of Durant. 
Sena­ 
tor Harrison, who was here yesterday 
and confirmed the report of his candi­ 
dacy, returned home to Sayre after at­ 
tending to court matters here. 
Judge Sam Harris, of Oklahoma, was 
installed today as Hughes’ campaign 
manager, 
with “ Bill” Cardwell of 
Oklahoma City and Delegate-elect S. 
W. Hayes of Chickasha as chief assist­ 
ants. 
The candidacy of “ Alfalfa Bill” Mur­ 
ray of Tishomingo for president of the 
convention is attracting more attention 
than any of the other men mentioned 
in the eastern part of the new state. 
Some of the newly arrived delegates 
from that side are out-and-out Murray 
men and will remain so until the last. 
Delegate-elect C. N. Haskell, with 
Mrs. Haskell and their daughter, Miss 
Lucy Haskell, came in last night from 
Muskogee. 


In regard to the convention, Mr. Has­ 
kell maintains that he is not a special­ 
ist, but wants a conservative, sound 
constitution, including, however, both 
the initiative and referendum and pri­ 
mary election clauses. 
Although con­ 
sidered generally as the author of the 
Sequoyah constitution, adopted in 1905 at 
Muskogee.yet Mr. Haskell today states 


that while there are some provisions in 
that constitution that are to his liking, 
and should be adopted in the Oklahoma 
constitution, yet there are others he 
would not personally favor. 
“ Bob’’ Williams, of Durant is one of 
the many who believe that the county 
seat and county boundary propositions 
may become stumbling blocks in the 
convention. 
He is in favor, therefore, 
of putting a majority of delegates from 
Oklahoma territory on the county boun­ 
dary committee, believing such a plan 
would eliminate factionalism and in the 
end produce better results than if a 
majority of the committee came from 
Indian Territory. 
Williams also is as 
strongly in favor of a primary election 
clause in the constitution. 
In conclud­ 
ing, he said. 
“ I want to see the democrats redeem 
the pledges they made in their recent 
platforms.”

It all depends on your idea of the 
m eaning of th e adjective small as ap­ 
plied to an income. 
I have known a couple who starred 
In life with what their friends thought 
flying colors. 
Th© m in had a busi 
ness berth with a s a l a r y of $8,000 a 
year. 
T he m an's wife went to house­ 
keeping with him in a beautiful house 
furnished completely from 
roof 
to 
basem ent by lier liberal father. 
Hoi 
m other agreed to give lier 
all 
her 
clothes just as when she had been a 
girl at home. 
At the end of a year 
these two people cam e to their re­ 
spective parents, and with tears and 
protestations 
declared 
that 
they 
could not live in town on the meager 
pittance of 
the 
h u s b a n d s 
salary 
Hither they m ust have twice as much 
money or else they must em igrate to 
som e cheap country place. 
P arents 
proving inexorable, the establishm ent 
in town was broken up and m essieur 
and m adam e betook them selves to a 
rural environm ent. 
W hat becam e of 
them I never learned, or w hether they 
discovered Utopia in a cheap village 
if such a village there be under the 
blue canopy th at stretches over oui 
heads. 
E xtravagant people can rim through 
Im m ense sinus without m uch trouble. 
It is only' necessary’ to want 
every­ 
thing one sees, buy everything one j 
wants, take no care of anything, do 1 
nothing one s self and be wasteful and 
Improvident generally, to achieve bril- , 
ban t success in this direction. 
All over this country there are peo­ 
ple who have solved the proh.em of 
living comfortably on incomes that 
range from $800 or $900 to $0,000 a 
year. 
The first thing to be thought of is 
shelter. 
A place to protect one from 
th e w eather and to provide one's fain 
fly with th e outside shell 
of 
that 
sweet Intangible thing we call home. ; 
is the initial requisite. 
The homo be 
ing selected, its 
furnishing 
comes 
next; this m ay be sim ple or elabor­ 
ate, costly or Inexpensive. 
It may be 
and often is. fully as artistic and fully 
as refined and beautiful when its cost 
has been trifling as when large sums 
have been absorbed in the item of up­ 
holstery, of chairs, tables, wall paper 
and decorations. 
lf it be practicable to build and own 
one's home, it is in the long run an 
economical procedure, as in a 
few 
years rent cats up in actual cash a 
sufficient am ount to buy ami wholly 
pay for a com fortable home. 
It is not 
an unwise thing to have a m ortgage 
on the home to begin with, if there is 
enoHgh forethought and 
self denial 
to m ake paym ents and reduce it an ­ 
nually, until the house is altogether 
o n e s own. 


A great deal of wasteful expenditure 
Is incurred by those who have the too 
prevalent American habit of frequent­ 
ly changing their 
residences. 
At 
times this tendency almost indicates 
a morbid and diseased social restless 
ness. 
People move apparently only to 
try another house on another street 
when there is not th e least advantage 
gained by the change and considerable 
money and strength are lost in the 
needless removal. 
People who m ake a study of it and 
who have very small 
incomes 
on 
which to draw, have assured me that 
they can live bent 
by 
purchasing 
household supplies 
in 
very 
small 
quantity. 
In Paris, w here frugality is 
reduced to its lowest term s, the house 
holder buys a tiny pat of butter, a 
single chop or a single cag at need. 
In America a great deal is 
thrown 
aw ay for the reason th at too much 
w as 
originally 
bought. 
A 
house­ 
keeper who tided her family over a 
particularly difficult crisis in its af 
fairs, told me that she knew precisely 
how many potatoes to rook for a fam ­ 
ily of four, how m any spoonsful of 
coffee should he used in a we *k, and 
how many lum ps of sugar. 
It m ust 
have been rallier a strain to calculate 
so closely as she did. but her husband 
and children had enough to eat and 
m ade a good appearance when they 
w ent respectively to business and to 
school, and they 
got 
over 
their 
troubles and swept trium phantly for­ 
ward into financial ease. 
A family in 
the neighborhood with three 
times 
their income, but none of their m an­ 
agement. were always on tho ragged 
edge of distress and were at last sold 
out by tho sheriff.

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Fuel is always expensive and is the 
one feature th a t resists the careful 
m anager. 
In w inter we cannot freeze, 
and in m ost p arts of this country we 
have plenty of cold w eather. 
It is the 
provoking nature of fire to burn fierce­ 
ly on a hot day and to sm older or 
give out only little heat on a cold day 
M any a tim e the heads of the house 


feel as if th e shovels of coal 
that 
rattle into th e furnace iii winier, are 
m enacing their very life, since coal is 
never cheap and burns aw ay like mad 
once the m atch and the kindling wood 
have set it going, 
(his is scarcely an 
economy because being in the control 
of heartless monopolies the 
house­ 
holder is alm ost certain to be pre­ 
sented with a bill th at surprises him 
by its size and extent, ann against the 
paym ent of which it is vain to protest. 
On the whole, the stinting, paring and 
scraping m ust be applied som ew here 
else. To live at all one m ust have lire 
with which to cook food and to keep 
warm , and the saving 
m u st 
touch 
som e other point. 
Two cautions may be given people 
who would live well on a sm all 
in­ 
come. 
Economize in the m a tte r of the 
wardrobe. 
A great deal of money is 
needlessly frittered awa- on dress. 
It 
is by no m e in s essential to be alw ays 
at th© height of the fashion. 
A good 
cut of dress or coat shou’d last tw o or 
three seasons instea I of one. 
They 
vvh * understand econ o u r and who pay 
cash often do well by shopping a lit­ 
tle out of season. 
W omen are by no 
m eans the only transgressors In this 
way. 
Men are oft*m as extravagant 
a s their wives. when t h ' affair of ex­ 
pend ta re concerns clothing. 
Cut down t h ' fem inine 
folly 
of 
w asting money on soda w ale” 
aud 
chi colate cream s, cut down, too. the 
m asculine folly of cigars and 
et es. 
Put the money spent for these 
indulgences in the savings bank and 
you will soon have a m argin for the 
rainy dav. 
Avo ii running accounts. 
Thev ar© 
perfectly safe and a very great con­ 
venience lf one’s income is fixed and 
; large. 
If it be on the other 
hand, 
small and uncertain, there is no sense 
in buying what one cannot at the mo- 
niv'nt pay for. 
T rades people charuk 
percentage for the privilege of cred­ 
it. 
The custom er would be am azed 
should he stop to com pute the inter­ 
est he pays for the accommodation 
given him by the butcher or the baker 
who civilly waits GO or 90 days for 
the settlem ent of a bill th at 
would 
better have been paid, at th e latest, 
each S aturday night. 
E verything depends after all on the 
standard of living. 
One person may 
live well and save on what is im pos­ 
sible to another because the other has 
not thought it worth while to regard 
th e homely virtue of good 
m anage­ 
m ent and the practice of wise econ­ 
omy as prudent °nd desirable.

T he w ar college building at W ashing­ 
ton w herein will be carried on gam es of 
war much as chess is played—arm ies 
and ships being represented by blocks 
af wood—is nearing completion, and 
when it is done will give officers of 
'he United S tates arm y and navy fa­ 
cilities for w orking out 
w ar 
prob­ 
lems in m iniature. 
T hese fighting 
cam es for educational purposes are 
being introduced into the arm y and 
navy under this strenuous adm inis­ 
tration. They are a good deal like chess 
with incidental suggestions of bridge, 
and are played by officers of both 
services under the observation of um ­ 
pires. who decide which side wins. 
In this kind of sea gam e it m ay he 
a battle that is represented. 
Or it 
may be the blockading of one or m ore 
ports by a fleet. 
Or, again, it may be 
a series of strategical m aneuvers with 
a definite object in view*. 
One side 
always is the enemy, and the gam e 
usually lasts at least three or four 
days. 
It is p la c 'd on two maps, just 
alike, which show the scene of opera­ 
tions. 
But a curtain is hung between, 
so that the players on one side shall, 
save for guessing, be unaw are of the 
moves and plans of the players on the 
other side. 


I 
In this day battles are fought out 
with as much seriousness and a tte n ­ 
tion to details as if they were real 
ones. 
In the w ar gam e on land, sim i­ 
la rly played upon maps, it is the sam e 
wax 
-only that 
the 
wooden 
blocks 
represent 
brigades, regim ents, com ­ 
panies, squadrons of horse, ami sup­ 
ply or baggage trains. 
All of the 
blocks are m ade on the sam e scale 
as tin4 maps, so as to occupy the sam e 
proportionate space as would be taken 
up on an actual landscape by bodies 
of troops. 
T heir size indicates the 
brigade, company, or w hat not, and 
their color show s the “a rm ” of serv­ 
ice. 
For example, 
a yellow 
block 
would m ean cavalry aud a blue one 
infantry. 
! 
W ith such ingenuity Is the idea car­ 
ried i>ut that all the details of a bat­ 
tle may be clearly shown. Little hands 
laid on top of the blocks show in what 
direction the troops are m arching at 
the m om ent: and small counters sim i­ 
larly placed indicate the condition of 
th e men. 
lf they are firing, arrow s 
in front of the blocks show the di- 


the color of a block, of course, tells 
w hether it is artillery fire or rifle fire. 
It is even m ade obvious w hat kind of 
shot is being employed by the can­ 
non— w hether shell or shrapnel 
It is, indeed, quite wonderful. 
The 
um pire, who alone is perm itted to 
see w hat is being done on both sides 
of the curtain, can see at any tim e 
not only the form ation aud position 
of the forces of the antagonists, but 
also the losses they have sustained, 
the degree of w eariness of the troops, 
and the am ount of am m unition they 
have expended.

which 
have been designed under the British 
tailor. W inters. 
Comfort and 
effectiveness# rather 
th an sartorial splendor were desired, 
but both, it Is said, have been secured, 
and pride in our soldier's appearance 
will, the q u arte rm aster general 
be­ 
lieves, be greatly enhanced by the , 
change. 
Officers'have their clothes m ade 
to 
order, they pay good prices for them 
and so are able to get just what they 
want. 
But not so with the private, 
whose clothes are all m ade iii tile fac­ 
tory and as cheaply as jtossibie con­ 
sistent with good m aterial and work­ 
manship. and the problem has been to 
m ake it possible for contractors, do­ 
ing the work by m achinery to give the 
clothes the sam e lit as the m erchant 
tailor secures for the officer. 
Only the field service uniform of 
the private is affected by the new or­ 
der. This Includes both olive drab and 
khaki material. 
First, the coat had to be considered. 
Expiations, perhaps, for the breeches 
of the cavalrym an, which place him 
in im m inent danger of an ‘accident 
every tim e he mounts, the most palp­ 
able defects were held to he in the 
coat. 
Im considering the coat, no differ­ 
ence was m ade betw een the cavalry 
and infantry, as iii each case it is the 
sam e. 
In full service panoply, with a c a rt­ 
ridge belt, buckled about the waist, 
the coat until now in use presented 
a sorry spectacle.
